As though ame thing could happen moze nuſera⸗ 
ble to a minde of ame courage and valoz , then to be enfo2ced 
even toſell humſelle loꝛ meere want and penurie. Are wee ſo 
pox andneedie ? Mere let me aſke a queſtion oꝛ two, what 
is become of thoſe great and infinite ſimumes of mon which 
not long ſince were fourde in many houles of this Cite 2 
Where are thoſe huge ſummes that were leuied of ſo many 
ranfomes , lones, beneuolences, and inpꝛeſts: where was 
that money imploped which was made of the ſale of all our 
plate, of all our chaines, andof all our tewels + Js the grea- 
teſt part thereof tranſpozted out of the Reabme 2 aue not 
certame, as it were hunger ſtaruen and greedy var⸗ 
lets, ſo enriched themlſelues with the remainder, that they 
are now as demie P2zinces 2 Haue not ſome of them ſo ſump⸗ 
tuoullp adozned themlelues there with, that they iet it vp and 
downe rather like new married budegrames, then ſouldiers 
fit fo2 the field 2 ÞHaue not many of our beſt and richeſt wi-

dc Lule, o2 ſecret, fo2 lurking in their houſes like daſtards, ſo 
long as this publique flame doth burne in their naturall 
Comntrep)they pꝛepare with all poMible ſpeed to ſhow them- 
ſelues like couragions childꝛen in the great and blodie bat- 
tailes, which France their natural mother, yea faire and 
Noble France, will pzefent and giue to Spame, if it ſhall 
perteiue the ſame to haue ſo much 02 fo much valour, 
that it dare encounter vs and accept of fight, Dh how harda 
matter wilit be to vanquith this Nobilitie : being once top- 
ned togither : which though it bee diuided, and fighting a- 
gainſt necefſitie , hath notwithſfanding alreadie obtained 
ſundzie notable victoꝛtes, and hath bzought vs to ſo miſe- 
rable a famine ; this Nobilitie maintemed by ſo manp , ſo 
ſtrong and ſo well muntted cities: This Nobilitic on whom 
all the god fouldiers do alwaies attend and waite: which 
are the ffeckes on whom by reaſon of her great pz0wes ſhee 
is engraffed ; this oba — 
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default cauſed ſo many pe Chꝛiſtiana to be ſo m 
"oppreſſed by the Jnfidels : þ * what stherealvn they 
renenge the death of king Sebaſtian , whoſt kingpome'and 
inherttante they haue ſo w2ongfully viarped + Hath this v- 
muerſall P2otecto2 — —— 
where he ſhould moſt haue maintemed and vpheld the fame? 
who though hee care not ſoꝛ the encreafſe of Pahomet ; and 
that he ſerketh to ſuppꝛeſſe none but Luther, wherefozedoth 
hc not make haſte to ſubdue the Engliſh whour io dong 
ſithence hee hath ſo much thzeatened;' and yet coulde neuer 
hurt, who though they neuer thzeatned, haue notwithſtan- 


riſie the fearcfull with his Bug bearea, then ta hart others: 
it is moꝛe eaſie ſoꝛ him to pꝛonuſe and feedmen with hopes, 
then helps. Shall not we thinke that he wit abuſe vs hereal⸗ 
ter with his falſe pꝛomiſes (then which 
vncertaine) ſith that in all our troubles 
— that wee are beholding — 
nour of the battailes which herctofoze wee haue gained on 
the Bugonots, is onely due to him. God God: what inuin⸗ 
cible Cauaheros are theſe Spaniards ? thep are the cauſe of 
all our victoztes , and pet wer could neuer ſe& any of them a- 
mong vs: They wil peraduenture ſpeake of thoſe fifteene 
bundzeth Þarguebrziers,who at the-battell of Dꝛeur made 
fuch notable barricades with all the Carts ofthe Arn, out 
of which they could neuer be dzawne tobeffow one ſhote on 
the enemie, till all the daunger was paſt, and then they be- 
gan to try aloud Viuc Eſpagne, viue Eſpagne, as i they as 
lone had put the enemy to flight , when (God watte) they 
dirt neuer lane him in the face, till wee had cleane ſubdued 
him; and pet werethele fiftcene hundzeth right Caſtilliana, 
andnaturall Parraſtps, whom they would now make v 
deueue to be Giants, and ſouldiours of the-other wozla,that 
— tr ian ane

tang fo greatly hurt and endamaged hmm ? But Jpercetne 
how the caſe ſtandeth with him : it iv caſter fox him to tary, , 


the ſtozine, and in dur greateſt danger 
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of men in their waſte and defert countryes. Nowe if this 
Spaniſh arm be ſo terrible, and the Spantardes ſuch tolly 
kcilowes, J pzay pou,what did thep,and wherem were they 
occupied when (not long ſince) their greateſt enemie was ſo 
long in ſo deſtitute, ſo pooze, and ſo weakea towne , which 
neuer ſama Campe, no2 euer defended it ſelfe from any ar⸗ 
one they were but th2 dayes tourney from him, at the 
matt. How commeth it to paſſe that theſe great Poliocetes 
came not attogether where m ther vayes they might haue 
taken Diepe, and ſo many Noble men and Captapnes in it: 
Good God, what doe A ſpeake of th dayes: The Spani- 


urde tan not pet tell what is to take a citie, vnleſſe it be at 


ther yearesend. He will ſtoupe, he will linger, he will ſuf- 
fer, (which is the chiefeſt of his pꝛayſe) and finding no other 
wap(anotoztous Atheiſt as he is) he luill neuer attempt to 
win any by aſſaut. Pozeouer, it were neceſſarie that the 
Duke ol arma were not poyſoned with a lingring poyſon, 
which ( as he himſelfe cauſeth publikely to be repoꝛted) his 
good maiſter hath ſent him . But let vs ſuppole hum to be lo 
CENT well affected towardes vs, and let 
vs graunt hin the victozieof twelue battailes, and that our 
enemies haue withdzawen themſelues into thetr holdes: pet 
ſhall wee be troubled fine and twentie yeares moꝛe with 
him (that is the leaſt) is it nut ſo long, and moꝛe, that the 
n his countrie of 
Flanders : and pet cutld neuer get one halle of it: which 
tocffect, we muſt make this olve King young againe, cure 
him of ſo many diſeaſes, that he may line loureſcoꝛe and ten 
peeres mae, 02 elſe ſhall we be left friendleſſe a ſuccourleſſe,, 
euen in the nuddeſt ol thoſe warres; which wee haue vnder⸗ 
taken, when moſt we ſhall nerde both: — 
great 
Ae ard then will a lantentable ſſipw2ake followe 
ſhip, that erſt with full ſpꝛed ſavles did with top and top 
Calls le fo ately: wn will euery man ſhift w_ 
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felfe and take hold on what ſplint ſoeuer her can get. he 
doubteth that the gouernours of theſe ſo denided eſtates and 
diſmemb2ed P2oninces will not embzace euerie oppoztuni⸗ 
tie, and ſhewe their deſire of libertie (a thing that neuer cea⸗ 
ſeth to ſet the mindes ol all the Spaniſh Slaues on fire) who 
doubteth (J ſap) but that enerie one will with might and 
maine go about to appꝛopꝛiate that countrie, o2 place which 
hee holdeth vnto him ſelle. Gad God, what new coumſela, 
what new deliberattues, what new difts, and new aliances 
will then follow. Then will thoſe whom now wee thinke 
to bee our Kings greateſt enimies, become his ſernants,one- 
ly to bee maintemed and defended by him. And whillt te 
Spaniſh Empire ſhall thus bee toſſed and ſhaken, what ſhail 
become of all the godly fozces on which (as the Jeſuttes 
will fozce vs to belieue on paine to be pꝛoclaimed heretikes) 
all our Catholike religion doth depend. Let vs ſuppoſe (all 
which notwithſtanding is as it were tmpoſſible) that ſo ma⸗ 
ny nations, which erpec nothing ſo much as that day, wher⸗ 
in with what pꝛice and how ſoeuer they map deliver them- 
ſelues from their miſerable bondage and ſlauerte, do ſo farre 
fo:get their duetie, and fall a ſleepe when it ſhall come. Let 
vs imagine that the ÞPoztingales and Flenmings which 
neuer enquire fo2 ante other newes, ſo much as of the Ca- 
thotſke kinges health, remaine as giddie x irreſolute, when 
they ſhall heare this happy and ſo long deſired newes. Let vs 
ſuppoſe moꝛeouer, that all the god hap which a man in ſuch 
an alteration may wiſh foz,do happen: yet taking all things 
at the beff, ſhall we be but in the hands of an infant, of an J- 
diotte,and of a ſickely perſon ; who if he die (which is the de- 
ſire and vow of all the Spaniards) then are wee in the hands 
dt a pong woman a Wench, What? ſhall France be ſub⸗ 
tect vnto a Diſkaffe, — od ry — 
And ſhall theſe Alexanders and Ceſars of Fraimce , whoſe 
aumceſto2s the Beronecs , the Clodions, the Charle- 
maines, the Phillippes warthel ſurnamed Auguſti, 
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_ andValloys. Shall Charles the eight, Francis the firſt, ans 


Henry the ſecond, who were neuer able to extinguiſh their 
thirſt of fighting , ſhall all theſe Marciall mindes bee ſubtect 
unto ſuch , and ſo ſillie a woman as a daughter of &paine, 
and vnto hum whom ſhe pleaſeth to chuſe and adopt fo2 her 
buſbande : No, na, Fraunce is not ſo eaſilie gotten, 
Fraunce is not ginen as a dowz2ie , hee that will be King 
of Fraumce, muſt be boꝛne King of Fraunce. Vicam tibi 
contuht idem imperiumque dies: the Countrep of 
Framnce is the Minton and Darline of Nature, it is the 
poꝛtion which ſhee hath reſcrued fo2 her ſelle alone to 
diſpoſe as beſt ſhe pleaſeth, with whem no contrad oꝛ 
condition of any man ſhall be admitted to deale withall, 
Framce cannot bee gotten with one nichtes lying with 
a Wench , If the Daughter of Spaine will not mar- 
rie vnleſſe ſhe make her huſband king of Fraunce,ſhe map 
vow virgimtie foꝛ euer. As farre as I ſe then, the king 
of Spaine is not ſo much moued by a godlie zeale , and due 
regard of our religion, as by a deſire he hath to haue a ſonne 
in law to bee Uiceroy of Fraunce, to ſwaie and tyꝛannize 
ouer vs vnder the name of his Paleſtie, vntill her hauc got- 
ten all our Foztreſſes and holdes into the handes of his Ca- 
ſcillians, and then ſhall hee bee remoued and chaunge place 
with the Uicerop of Naples, That is the zeale, that is 
the deſire, thoſe bee the burning thoughtes of Phillip king 
of Spaine, who neuer wareth olde, who faileth not though 
mreſpect of his age her ſerme not to aime at Fraunce , and 
at the crowne thereof, but to content him ſeiſe with the 
kingdomes, Dukedomes , and Counties which hetherto 
her hath ſo w2ongfully alicnated and diſmembzed from it) to 
 goe-about-by all-poClible. meanes-t9.colin and decelue vs, 
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_ aud vanities is dꝛalven and diſtraughted from them, but as 
riper age doth by little and little weaken and enfeeble them, 
ambition ( eſpecially in thoſe that are high bozne ) entreth in 
thcir place, and dayly encreaſing doth in time take greater 
holdlaſt. 1 in⸗ 
ſatiable deſire that this @pamard hath to grow great, and 
aduance himſelle vnder what colour and pꝛetence ſocuer, 
ſuppoſe we knewe not the care which of neceſſitie hee nut 
hauc of his chudꝛen, and the feare and appꝛehenſion he fee- 
leth, il he leaue them ſo great and mightie an ene mie · ſtan⸗ 
ding, and there withall ſo noble and fo puiſſant a king as 
ours is: do We thinke in conſcience that it doth not touch 
and pꝛicke him as neare the heart, as anie other particular 
conſideration 2 Shall we pet a little moꝛe enter into the 
view and conſideration of his holy and ſacred zeale ? would 
he fo2 any thing in the wozld (J beſtech you) that there were 
no difference no2 controuerſie of Religion all 
Ch:iſtendome. and that all men were at peace And that 
we liued quictly under the obedience of ſo great a king as 
ours is, and that he were in quiet poſſeſſion of France, no 
J warrant you, to wert not this controuerſie of Religion, 
and our trouvles of France, he 'wauldnot thinke him ſelfe 
ſafe in the mibdeſt of all his kingdoms of Spaine : would he 
not feare., yea tremble (it our king ſhould once reobtapne 
that which the Spantard bath heretoloꝛe ſo fraudulently v⸗ 
—— — Y ——— 
one day (p2ouoked thereunto by a iuſt reuenge, and lawfull 
right ol warre ) victoꝛiouſly vndertake the reconerie of his 
right, aud ioyne Dcepter to @cepter,4 Crowne to Crowne. 
Fo2 is not he that great and politicke — — 
der ol armies? he who in toumſell is a graue Neſtor, and 
in the middeſt of larums and battailes a tout Achilles, who 
hath ſoner ſurp2iſed Cities., then other men can take the 
vew of them: Who in the ſpace of two monethg, the very 
bart of winter, hath with the dint of ſwozde conquered one 
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leagues of Countrie in length, and fiſtie in bꝛedth: 
Is not he that al-daring French Alexander, whome the 
twinne headed imperiall Eagle ſeeing alreadie adoꝛned and 
beautiſied with two Ropall Crownes , beginneth to cheriſh 
andembzace_ deſiring to contoyne theſe two inuincible Nati- 
ons in one, and bzotherly foces together: To conclude, 
is not he that gloztous King of the Flore de Luce, with the 
long vilage, with the greatnoſe , who by auncient pꝛophe⸗ 
fies is called to be the Ponarch of the wozld? And is not this 
that great King who hath ſo often beene pꝛomuſed vnto vs: 
Ves verely it is euen he. 2 
The Monarch whole vrmanted lohes, 
and neuer conquerde arme, 
Shall foꝛte the furie of his loc, 
to flie the harme : 
Uictozte 1 
about his azurd 
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At is therefo2e (as lar as I perceine) to hinder the ſucreC- 
full victoꝛies of ſo worthy a Ring, and to empeach the con- 
queſts that cls he ſhould haue on the Spaniard, that theſe 
Frenche Caſtillians, oz Caſtillian Frenchmen doe fb trou⸗ 
ble the ſtate of France: it is therefoꝛe that ſo manp do dai⸗ 
ly ſceke to perſwade vs, that hee which neuer failed his 
wozd, will neuer keepe that which hee hath p2omiſed vs in 
bis late declaration, wherein as a godfather,he hath with 
teares of pitty, and meare compaſſion sf out miſeries, clean 
waſhed, and wholly blotted out of bis remembꝛance all our 
fozepaſſed faults and treſpaſſes, onely flue oz ſire trecherous 
Spanpoliſed villeins excepted, who haue engoꝛed the name 
of France in blod with the moſt p2oditozious x traiterous 
parrictde , that euer the Siume ſaw pet, a parricide com- 
mitted and perpetrated in the perſon of him, fo2 the pꝛeſer⸗ 
uation of whom all true French men ſhould neuer refuſe to 
die a thouſand deaths. Is it not fo2 this occaſion that the 
Spaniard doth daily cauſe ſo many to whiſper in our eares, 
that our Ling is fallen into the relaps, he that neuer pꝛo⸗ 
feſt anydther Religion, but that which his mother held, and 
who'was neuer in any of our Churches but once, and that 
in daunger to haue his th2oat tutte Js it not foꝛ denying 
the ommipotency of God, that he is called anpenttent, as if 
that God could neuer touch his hart? Js not that the cauſe 
that all thoſe which goe about to inſtruct 02 connert hym, 
are called Heretiques: leaft that in ſhewinghim the truth, 
he ſhould be bꝛought vnto the mother Church agame, not 
f aſſure him ſelfe of his two rightfull earthly Crownes, but 
alſo'of the thirde and glozious Crowne of 2 Thus 
mut we ſav, and thus i — will aith- 
fully ſerue the King of Spaine our good Lo2d and maiſter, 
atherwiſe his Maieſties affay2es wil pꝛoſper but ſclenderly, 
if the Frenche ſhould once agree and come to an 5 
ther. Oh pooꝛe and ſilly miſerable French men 
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by theſe falſe traytours, who are duely paid their penſions 


euery moneth, fo2 the paines which they take to fleſhe and 
pꝛouoke vs one againſt another, and to make vs abhozre 
the meanes giuen vs by God from aboue, to cut off al here- 
ſies, with his bꝛight ſhining ſwoꝛd (that is his woꝛd) which 
our ſoꝛefathers haue vſed thꝛer oꝛ foure tumes to cut off, and 
rote out one ſelfe ſame erroꝛ, and which all Cur op deemeth 
neceſſary and expedient foꝛ to bꝛing Chꝛiſtendome, and the 
ſkates therof wito an agreement and confoꝛmitv, therby to 
ſhunne the vtter ruine of it, which other wiſe is iminent and 
near at hãd, and to auoid the Turks inuaſion which cannot 
by meanes of ſo many diuiſions bee deferred oꝛ withſtod? 
Theſe be the ſane pencioners that would faine make vs be⸗ 
ieue that al France wilbe of the Hugonots Religton,neuer 
remembꝛing that there are not ſo many miniſters in all the 
woꝛld as may ſuffice toalow foꝛ euery foꝛty miles of ground 
— onely, Do you thinke that thoſe of the Nobility which 
g: all the ſtrong townes that pꝛoleſſe no o⸗ 
ther Religion but the Catholique, all our Pꝛinces, al our 
Croune officers, all the Frenche Cardinals that follow aur 
King, as the true and lawfull heire of France, and of the 
Floures de Luſe, and al Catholiques cls wil euer ſette they 
helping hand to the ouerthꝛow of our auncient true Catho⸗ 
que Religion? and that he who neuer deteſted any thinge 
ſo much as to winne and compell ſoules with the ſwoꝛd, wil 
in any ſoꝛt compell and conſtrain our conſciences? Tuen he 
who in the middeſt of the moſt violent wars that wee haue 
waged againſt him, had moze then the one halle of his own 
houſhold ſeruants, followers and officers Catholiques, yea 
true Catholiques, who no doubt nught il they had pleaſed) 
haue bene other wiſe. 

It is therfoze moſt manileſt and apparant, that Phillip king 
of Spaine hath cauſed theſe tidings to bee pꝛeached vnto vs, 
rather to make his llaues to engage vs in a perpetuall war 
againſt our naturall liege ing which may well be tearmed 
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an incuitable perdition ) then foꝛ anie motion of Chꝛiſtian 
charitie that remaines in him. And to ſaie truth, when did 
wee ener perteiue anie ſparke of charitie ta appeare in the 
Spamard ? Js not this that Catholine charttie, which with 
ſo notoꝛious and trecherous treaſons hath w2ongfull de- 
pꝛiued vs of Cicilic, the fertileſt ⁊ fayzeſt Jland of the w 
and matchleſſe pzice and marke. At which thoſe two vndan⸗ 
ted nations did in all theyꝛ noble warres ſhote at? Js not 
this the ſame charitie that hath in lvke manner depꝛiued vs 
of the flouriſhing kingdom of Naples, and of the rich Duke- 
dome of Millaine 2 both auncient and lawfull Patrunonies 
of the houſe of A::y10u and Orleans , which earſt colt * 
France the pꝛice of ſo much golde, and loſſe of ſo much bloud⸗ 
As not this that charitie, which ſo vnlawfully detapneth the 
paincipalitie of Flanders, and of the Conntie of Burgondie 
from vs: that hath vfurpednew France from vs, yea fayzc 
France, which the fayꝛe riuers of Loyꝛe, Beine, and Some 
doe waſh and runme alongſt: Js not this the verie ſame Ca- 
tholike charitie, that with large pꝛomiſes and a little ſiluer, 
ſuboꝛned the confeſſour of one of our Rings, bv whoſe fonde 
perſlwaſions the Countie of Rouſsillion was fo ſubtillie dif- 
membzedfrom the Crowne and Demaines of France: Is 
not this alſo that charitie, that Catholike himulitie with 
which he hath pꝛeſumed to diſpoſſeſſe us of our right of pꝛe⸗ 
cedence,and to take place beſoꝛe vs: Alas, what an indigni- 
tie is this? Js it not a ſhame fo2 France, that this newe vp- 
ſtart, this new come Chꝛiſtian, whom not pet long ſmce we 
haue dꝛawen from the Ale and from Pagauime (who _ 
had not we bene, ſhould yet =" a Barbarim, a 
Jcw)ſhould{ much as dare to think, much lelſe to attempt 
to march and take place befoze our moſt Chꝛiſtian Kings, 
who ſucceſſiuelp are the ſucceſſoꝛs of the mightieſt and mal 
auncient Kings of the wozld 2 But miſerable and ſilly wet- 
ches as we are, what doe we diſpute and call our place and 
ſaving n, 9 

now, 


— 
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now, they are other matters and of greater conſequence, 
that this Daracin Caſtillian, oz Caſtillian Saracin doeth 


ſo buſily goe about. He would fain be our maiſter, and make 
vs all his ſubiects, his ſubieus ſapd J: What 2 ſhall France 
that hath heretofoze euer bene ſo mightie in armes, France 
that hath cuer bene a terrour to all nations, faire France 
that pet was neuer ſubdued, but thꝛough a necefſitie of the 
pꝛouidente of God who thought it expedient that his Dame 
our L o2d ſhould be bone vnder one create Monarchie) at 
what time it was diuided into twentie pettte Aingdomes: 
Noble France which Cæ ſar deemed intuncible, and neuer to 
be conquered, i euer it might bee reduced to one ſole Monar⸗ 
chie, and vnder one abſolute King, And to be bꝛiefe, France 
which acknowledgeth and holdeth nothing but from God, 
and by the ſwoꝛd, which euer was her tenour: ſhall it now 
be bzought into ſubiection and bondage? Shall it nowe bee 
compeld to liue in ſeruile laucriez Shal it be made to recetue 
and admit Uizeroies, Lieutenants, Generalles and Gouer⸗

Francis the firſt, O Henrie the ſecond, our gad 
Kings,riſe vp a leave pour grauesfo2 a while. Doe pou not 
ee your moztal t᷑ p2ofefſed enemy pꝛepare himſelfe to occupp 
and vſurpe your ©ffate,your — — Citie of Paris, 
pour Pallace, vou L ouure? Mho by is Embalſadoz alre-

' faenction: Is this then that holy Inquiſition;of which god 


Catholiques neede not ſtand in any ſeare? no in good ſoth: 
they need not feare it, al wales pꝛouided that they haue theyz 
ſoules died in Spanvoliſme, alwapes conditioned that they 
foꝛget they were boꝛne free men, that they were bone

them, other wiſe (J pꝛay pou do but tell me) what is he that 
is ſo pure and vnſpotted in his conſcience, that canne thinke 
himſelf ſecure and ſafe amongſt theſe butcherly murtherers, 
that ſubuert all oꝛders, confound all iuſtice, and peruert all 
law and equity, to bzing a man to his graue, whome they 
hate oꝛ millike. The Rectour of our Uiniuerſitie of a 
ris, a man foz the purpoſe, choſen by the Spaniard, and de- 
uoted to them, not long ſince ſuing and labouring that this 
Inquiſition might be emb2aced amongl vs, told vs that i 
it bꝛought ſome innocent to his death, it would in recom⸗ 
pence thereof ere long cleare all the kingdome of France of 
Huguenots. There is no doubt of that,fo2 when the leaff 
woꝛd that ſhall eſcape a man ſhall be conſtrued to be an irre- 
miſſible crime, when we ſhalbe enloꝛced as ſoone as we ſ& 
a Jeſuite to fall downe and woꝛſhippe him, although he bee 
a mile off, oꝛ els we ſhalbe in daunger to be caſt into a deep 
dungeon, not being allowed any man to ſpeake fo2 vs, and 
to conclude the Inquiſition ſhall no ſooner be eſtabliſhed a- 
mong vs, but they of Rochell will ſend vs theyꝛ keyſe. Here 
let me aſke a queſtion, why is it not vſed in the low Cour 
tryes? how comes it to palle that hee who hath ſuch ercel- 
lent and ſoueraigne remedies againſt this diſeaſe can not 
cure himſell: How can he pꝛomiſe helth vnto vs, whe he him 
ſelfe is full of ſoꝛes and vicers: Wherefo2e ſhould we rather 
thinke him a ſkilfull Phiſution, then a pꝛatling Ciarlatanz 
But I ſee what it is, he goeth about to p2eferre the infirmi- 
tie befo2e death, and yet would faine perſuade vs the contra⸗ 
rie. Fo2 if it be not ſo, how comes it to paſſe, that he who 
would fapne be reputed an Angell of heauen ( without whoſe 
helpe we ſhould all be Hugonots) hath graunted the inhabi- 
tants of Antwerpe to inioy the free libertie of theyꝛ conſci- 
ences fo? the ſpace of foure whole pceres 2 Where is that 
carneſt, pure and Catholtke zeale which he would make the 
woꝛld beleene to be in him: And « all this is nothing in re⸗

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garde of the Edict which was made at Gant in the peere of 
our Lode 1576. Foz by that he yeeldcd and pꝛomiſed, 
that none dwelling in ae of the Pꝛouinces, which had 
ſubmitted themſelucs ta his lawes and obedience, ſyoulbe in 
ane ſoꝛt he troubled oꝛ moleſted concerning matters of reli⸗ 
gion. And as touching the pꝛouinces of Holand and Zeland, 
nothing appertaining to the exercile of they? religion, ſhould 
be remoued oꝛ altred from that it was at that pꝛeſent: which 
pet ſtands in full vertue and eftect, Is not that a teſtimonie 
of his pelding and ſtretchung conſcience, which (on condition 
that he map bꝛing his intent to god and wiſhed effect) hee 
will turne, bend and applie to what bias a man pleaſe; Her 
Will allowe of two Religions in the lowe Conntries, ſo that 
he might thereby recouer them againe, and yet can he abide 
but one in France , that thereby her may ſubuert the ſtats 
thereok. 

His owne ſubiects will not beleene him touching thoſe 
thinges which depende onelp of his owne authoꝛitie, as 
they that knowe well, and to theyꝛ coſt haue experienced, 
that he neuer pꝛomiſeth, but to deceiue them : and ſhall 
French men beleeue and giue ave credite to theyꝛ auncient 
enemie, touching thoſe things that onely depend on his lyfe, 
which were he but thirtie peeres of age, and fire to liue one 
hundꝛeth peres moze,he ſhal neuer be able to bꝛing to paſſe?

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mmerite of ſa wuuſt cenſure, that contrariwiſe: then mayn/ 
taine themſelues in all dutie aud loyaltie towards him: hee 
bath attewpted to tyꝛannize them with no lefſe barbacous 
crueltic,then he ſpared not to intreate the Indians with # 
bnchziſhian immanitie, contrarie to his funzte othes and ſo- 
lemne vows made buita them. And when as by hamble ſup⸗ 
plications thep haue befoeicht hun, fending foz ſollicit ours 
of they? ſute, ol the moſt noble and honourable perſcnages of 
the Countrie, to ſecke to mittigate his mercileſſe mallice, 
and to pꝛocure a remedie ſoꝛ ſo great a miſchicfe., Euen then 
hath he moſt of all lyke the vyper her venome ſpit fozth his 
ſpight,and redoubled his rage agaynſt this innocent people, 
molt miſerably and without mercie, putting them to the 
ſwoꝛd, as ſheep to the laughter,his unpious Ercellencie be⸗ 
ing unpatient of the petitions ol his faithful, and (but to ul⸗ 
fectionate) ſubiecs,as in decde to our coſt we may ſaie,they 
but to much ſhe wen themſelues to be. oꝛ in witnes of 
pꝛ god willes, they baue at ſeuerall times (beſides the re- 
uenues of his Demaines and receit of tallages, ſubſidies, and 
other oꝛdinarie impoſtes) aſſented to ſupplie the Emperour 
with the ſumme ol nine millions of golde extrao: dtnarie, and 
in derde haue not failed to furniſh him therewtth, though to 
the great damage of the Realme of France. But will yon 
knowe what it is that ſo much moneth the patience of this 
barbarous Liing,o2 rather inceſtuous ty2ant, It is foꝛſoth, 
that his Father the Cwperour had theſe contributvaie ſums. 
by gapning (with his Grace)they? good wills, and in dee 
by holding a generalialſembke ot the Eſtates, gette te 
graunted by a common conſent of voyces; but Philliß hin : 
ſonne, onely by his authonties pawer; will weafffram there 
people what him pleaſcth,. In cxacing it rom a Canurie 
but newly conquered, Are we ignoz ant thenke vou bo as 
well by the Duke of Aua his endeus ur, and ku the labour ol 
ather the miniſters and executioners of his miſchieſes, bee 
went about to obtaine this exaction amongſt them, vz. that 
Ez enerie 
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euerie man ſhould yeeld him yerely the tenth ol his reuenie / 


and pate him the tenth pennie of euerie thing that ſhould bee 
ſolde, vea, and fo2 euerie time it ſhould be vttered, though it 
were baught and ſolde an hundꝛeth times to andfro, which 
ſurely had amoumted to a maſſe ineſtimable 2 And yet hee 
thought he dealt verie fauourably with the Flemings, ſith 
he maketh no conſcience to extoꝛt the fifth part yerely of the 
Indians. Nay this is not all, the couctouſnes of this defenct- 
ble piller of Chrſtendome , o rather offencible piller and 
poller of other mens poſſeſſions, bath encroched euen vnto 
the Cccleſiaſticall rights and liuings. Fo2 conſidering with 
himſelle that this intollerable tyꝛannie, vnto which hee cou⸗ 
pled that barbarous and vnchaiſtian Jnquiſition of Spaine, 
might at the length bꝛerde a diſcontentment amongeſt his 
lubtects. To giue remedie thereunto, hee determined vppon 
this reſolution, which was to cut off from the Cleargi -

ces of the low Countries: yea J will fay ſurcher Oh mot 
happy people.,ifknowing(as in deed vou der) whence ſp2in- 
SE ͤ—T— IINR, 
whereby pou ſhall auoide all imminent miſchiefes, and 
ſho2t ſpace infeoffe your ſelues with felicitie, — 
with an afſured ſafetic from the Spaniſh tyzanmie, Surely 
pou are moꝛe neare thereunto, then is fo death, 
although he be alreadie old crazed, and your 
gladneſſe ſhall bzing ſo much the greater griefe to our turn⸗ 
cote Frenchmen, when they ſhallſe them ſelues ſo mated 
with miſerie, deuoide of all hope of deliuerance from that 
barme, which pour pꝛudence andfozcſight hath eſcaped, and 
fried your ſelues from:andſhall ſerue ſoꝛ an example of folly 
to all the wozld,as notable as your counſel and conffoncie 
hall be to pour poſteritie admirable .
